Lew D. Taylor, 
manager of the < ompany aptly ex­ 
plained how* to do this. 
Ile said, " If 
one of your livestock gels sick, the 
first thing you do, is try nome of the 
r em e d i e s you know cf, you then call 
a veterinary. 
When the veterinary 
come* you watch what he does, then 
the next time your cow* or horse get* 
Bick you apply the same remedies. 


Do the same 
with the telephone. 
Herbert L. Tyson will show you how 
lo take any trouble off the line. 
The 
remedy is very simple nfter you con­ 
vince yourself you can do the same." 


In explaining the constructing and 
maintenance of th** line, Mr. Tyson, 
wire chief of the local exchange told 
in part how lines should be built. 
He 
told how nil air connection* should be 
very tight, using wherever possible 
a small "w ire sleeve" which when 
twisted holds broken wire* together 
very light. 
The connections must be 
tight or noise will be heard on the 
line. 
• 


W ires should not touch trees or 
branches, This, he stated, "grounds" 
the lint- making It hard to ring cen­ 
tral, 
At 
the telephone, 
batteries 
h<>uId lie connected properly 
and 
should b* of good test. 
Weak batter- 
I* h should lie destroyed. 
Above the 
telephone was shown a small porce­ 
lain "arrester." 
in the arrester was 
f iiir pice** of "carbon" separated by 
tw * pieces of mica or ising-glass. 


More trouble is found In these ar­ 
resters than any other place on a 
farm line. 


The purpose of the arrester I* to 
protect th** telephone in 
ruse 
of 
lightning. 
Iii the center of the ar­ 
ri- ter Is a piece of brass. 
This brass 
Is connected by a wire which is con­ 
nected in turn to a ground rod, d riv­ 
en six feet into the ground. 
On the 
edge of th** arrester could be seen a 
"binding poet" to which a wire from 
the main Brie was connected. 
Be­ 
tween th** binding post and the brass 
wii 
two carbon* separated by the 
mica. 
Mr. Tyson explained, lf light­ 
ning struck the main line, sometimes 
•me miles from the telephone, the 
lightning runs through the main wire 
to th*> arrester, jumping ac mas the 
mica from carbon to carbon there to 
the ground through the ground rod. 
In jumping across mica It melted 
Horne of Hie carbon, leaving a black 
sooty »p*»t on the carbons. 
When this 
Hoot is left on the carbon it causes a 
"ground on th*- line." 
.Sometimes it 
l< 
impossible for any telephone on 
this line to ring central because the 
ring from any telephone on this par­ 
ticular line is going through these 
carbons to ground instead of to cen­ 
tral. 
Mr. Tyson explained, all car­ 
bon* should be ( b aned very often to 
in mr** efficient service. 
The clean­ 
ing Is very simple, 
Carbon* are pull­ 
ed out and tubbed over a rough sur­ 
face then over a smooth cloth, mica 
placid between the carbons, 
then 
plat ed back in arrester. 


Another cause of trouble ie in not 
having ( mn*** hon of wires to arrester 
tight. 
After all wires are connected 
it should not be possible to have them 
turn by touching them. 
If the wire, 
where connected, moves, then con­ 
nections are not tight enough. 


Tills meeting is one which I* of 
untold benefit to the farmers a* it 
will, if instructions are carried out. 
be the means of elim inating a great 
deal of trouble which causes con­ 
siderable annoyance. 


Meetings of this kind, if held all 
over the country, would m aterially 
help the rural telephone service. The 
Instruction given is of mutual bene­ 
fit to the farmers as well as all tele­ 
phone user*. 
After Mr. Tyson explained the farm 
telephone line mechanically, 
Fred 
Speedily, district commercial manag-
